The horizon, 
in effect, is a line of latitude drawn 
on the: periphery of a true sphere, 
the centre of which, the nadir, is 
faithfully indicated by any down- 
ward prolongation of the plumb 
line. It is as easy to prolong the 
peripheral line «(trie sphere curve) 
over the flattened pole as it is to 
prolong the plumb. It is, quite 
true, and obvious, that over the 
edge of the flattening the plumb 
line need’ not .be at right angles 
with the surface. There is no 
necessity. But it would be ‘at a 
i right angle to the plane of the hori- 
{z0n,. and its prolongations would 
lead faithfully to. nadir, and to 
zenith. . In short: the illusion of 
the paradox-discoverer was that the 
surface over which he’ hung his 


4 plumb must coincide and be parallel 


with the plane of the horizon. The 
horizon is the edge of the plane that 
is left when. the segment is ent off, 
and as it is cut off by the humao 
eye, its area is limited, and cer- 
tainly much smaller ‘than the semi- 
plane Jeft by the flattening of the 
poles.

"On the 28th came news that British 
naval movements were no longer 
being published. But the-message 
concluded: 

“Britain; according to an intimation 
which the King’ has given to Prince 
Henry of Prussia, is to remain ‘neutral 
in the event of a European war. As 
this is in" accordance with her 
geographical and political situation 
we may reckon on British neutrality 
for the time being. In the further 
course of events, and above all, if 
German arms are victoriops on Jand, 
We must reckon with a British entry 
into the war.” 3 

The German Admiralty therefore 
determined to settle with Russia ac 
sea, and to avoid anything thet 
might antagonise Britzin or lead her 
to range-herself against Germany.
